Some interesting criticisms are passed on 
English officialsin Egypt by the correspond. 
ent of the “Daily Telegraph” in Uairo, who 
sends the following article on the subject to 
the newspaper. 

We have dealt with the subject in spies 
column of-todays issue. 

It is impossible to live long in this dountry 
without becoming convinced that many of the 
reforms, in particular those /of a mental or 
moral nature, are being wrongly. applied. In. 
stead of attempting toconvince the Egyptian 
why some rule of conduct or mode of thought 
is inferior to, and more useful than, those he 
at present follows, he is merely told he is wapng, 
and that he must alter—a course which merely 
confirms the Egyptian in his error, if error it 
be, and breeds a mistrust of reform and of the 
object of those who urge it. 

No effort whatever is made by the younger 
Government officials to understand the people 
whom they are hef& to govern; they do not 
attempt to find out what circamstances and 
what ideals and inner feelings have conduced 
to forming the Egyptian’s habit of thought and 
moule Of life They do not pause to reflect that 
this has been reached after centuries of ex. 
perience of religious, mental, and physical 
conditions of which the Englishman knows 
nothing. They do not seem to realise that in a 
philosophy thus arrived at there is much that 
is good and much that is more suitable to the 
native than that which has been the ontcome of 
Western experience. ‘The young official parti. 
cularly in the educational department, seems 
to have no idea of building on what he finds 
his great idea is to demolish. Hide-bound by 
this lack of experience of life and by the narrow, 
conventions of his University, he wishes to 
force the same outlook and the same ideals on 
a race totally unfitted for them by religion, 
training, tradition, and environment. 

This is the attitude which has erected the 
barrier between the two races, a barrier which 
practically precludes all social intercourse ; 
and which will, unless it is destroyed at once 
and tor ever, become ong of the most dangerous 
and effective weapous in the armoary Ut our 
political opponeuts, Set up in our arrogance, 
let us beware it is not demolished to our 
humiliation. 

' Another danger is the i increasing frequency 
with which Egyptians are sent to study in 
England, dangerow} because of the way they 
are treated on their return. While there they 
are treated in exactly the same manner as are 
all other members of the community among 
whom they are’ made much of, if the’reverse 
they are shunned. But on the arrival of one of. . 
these Egyptians in bis own country he finds he 
is treated in an entirely different manner, and 
in some cases even the very people who were 
his friends in England and bis contemporaries 
‘at the University draw away, and another is 
added to the enemies of the occupation, and, 
because of his education and his modern train- 
ing, @ more important one. .

London, December 19th. 


The Duke of Connaught on taking up his 
duties at Malta as Commander in Chief of the 

” Mediterranean garrisons, will have practically 
the staff that he had whilst holding the ap- 
pointment, of Inspector General to the Forces. 
He and the Duehess will embark for Valetta 
about the 2nd January, leaving Marseilles on 
that date. 


The new appointment will tend to throw 
Gibraltar more into the shade, as it will be 
overshadowed by supreme c:ntrol from Malta, 
but virtually the appointment will not interfere 
with things in Egypt For a considerable time 
the Army Council was undecided as to whether 
Malta or Cairo should be made the Duke's 
headquarters, but eventually the island garrison 
was chosen as the most, central point. How 
this will work in war time is another question. 

An exchange has been sanctioned between 
Captain the Honourable A.C. Murray, 2nd 
Battalion 5th Ghurka Rifles, Indian Army, and 
Captain J.M.V. Stewart, 2nd Battalion King’s 
Own Scottish Borderers, Captain Murray, who 
joined the Indian Staff Corps in 1899, and he 
holds the China medal for the Boxer campaign 
of 1900. 

Orders have been given that driver reeruits 
for the Royal Field Artillery must be between 
5 ft. 5 in. and 5 ft. 7 in. in height. 

In the current issue of the Army, List, Off- 
cers of the Militia, Yeomanry’ ‘and Volunteers 
wh have seen active service are so distinguish- 
ed by crossed swords opposite their names. 

It has been decided that from the com- 
mencement of the musketry training of the 
year 1908, the quantity of small arms am- 
munition to be expended ,by every trained 
cavalry and infantry soldier for practice and 

~-emeroise-under-paragraph 185, Part:1, shall be 
limited to 250 rounds. 


The new torpedo boat-destroyer “Tartar” has 
just established a world’s record i in fast steam- 
ing. At her recent speed ‘trials off Maplin, 
over the measured course she ran six conse- 
entive triala at an average speed of 35.672 
knots per hour, 35.363 knots wer hour on the 
six hours’ continuous steaming trial and on the 
measured mile she recorded a speed of 37 037 
knots, or the eqnivalent of 44 miles per hour. 
Her builders are Messrs Thorneycroft, and the 
Admiralty stipulated only for 33 knots. The 
“Tartar,” which is one of a flotilla of seven 
similar boats, measures 270 feet in length, 
with a beam of 26 feet, and a displacement of 
795 tons. She is fitted with turbine driven en- 
gines’ of 14,500 h.p., supplied by oil fired 
water tube boilers. The armament consists of 
three 12 pounder quickfirers, and the usual 

* torpedo equipment for the discharge of 18 inch 
torpedos, of which she will carry a score, and 
the crew will consist of 60 of all ranks.

in the North Sea. Over 130 battleships, eruis- | 


er; and smaller ships will participate. 

An idea of the naval strength concentrated 
in home waters may be gathered from the fact 
that between Christmas and the New Year 
some 80,000 seamen and marines ofthe Channel, 
Atlantic and Home Fleets will proceed on 
leave. The Channel Fleet has not been at home 
at this.time of the year for a long period.
